to advocates of peace negotiations, 
Wrar Secretary O liver Stanley de­ 
clared Saturday that the w ar m ust 
go on to end forever the power 
of G erm ans "to inflict upon the 
world the m isery which tw ice in 
our life they have done.’* 
Vehem ent in his first speech since 
taking office, Stanley said th at a 
halt now would bring "no lasting 
peace but only a troubled truce," 
u'ith "no assurance for the present 
and no security for the future.” 
Shaky Peace 
"W ithin a few months, at the most 
w ithin a few years,” he said, "we 
should find we had not won peace 
but had sacrificed victory ” 
Britain, he said, is ready to "grasp 
w ith both hands at a peace which 
is both secure and honorable,” but 
only Victory can assure such an 
end to the conflict. 
Stanley singled out Gen. J. B. 
M. Hertzog, form er prim e m inister 
of the Union of South Africa, as one 
of the advocates of peace and an 
"apologist'*1 for Adolf H itler, 
Hertzog w ent out of office Sept. 
6 after losing a campaign for a 
* separate peace w ith Germ any, and 
was defeated recently when he re­ 
vived the issue in the union parlia­ 
m en t 
Security Impossible 
Stanley said "distance had lent 
enchantm ent” to Hertzog's views on 
Europe, and suggested that “we call 
as our witnesses not people thous­ 
ands of miles away but people ? 
little nearer the scene” for judg­ 
m ent of Hitler. 
"Millions of different race, of dif- 
. ferent language and of different 
' creed bear w itness to the fact that 
w ith this man (H itler) leading and 
w ith his nation allowing him to 
lead, there w ill be no peace and 
there will be no security for Britain 
or Europe or for the world.”

Nazis Answer Stanley 
‘Fighting Talk’ 


BERLIN—(JPi—The Germ an of­ 
ficial new t agency report'd! Sat­ 
urday night that far-ranging Nazi 
air raiders today sank 14 ships in 
a blazing climax to a week of 
mass attacks on British and neu­ 
tral shipping. Three Nazi planes 
were destroyed.

By KIRKE L. SIMPSON 
Associated Press Staff Writer 
The hour of “total war” in Europe, 
so frequently fortold by both Ger­ 
man and 
Franco-British spokes­ 
men. remains strangely deferred 
for Europe's biggest and most pre­ 
pared belligerents. It is still only 
the little fellows, like Poland and 
Finland, who have felt the full ter­ 
rible shock of modern w ar from 
the air. 
The 
bombing 
expeditions 
that 
German airmen made into the North 
Sea lanes and along the English 
coast during recent days bear that 
out 
Attacks “Experimentar’ 
Those forays still remained in the 
category of experiments, a testing 
of the defensive strength of Brit­ 
ain. They did not assume any of 
the aspects of the mass attacks long 
forecast 
and 
long 
feared—great 
“waves'* of bombers deluging ship- 
ing and cities with destruction. 
Indeed, there were circumstances 
about the first series of raids on 
North Sea shipping in the past week 
which seemed to mark them as 
Nazi propaganda. 
There was a 
widespread view that they were in­ 
tended to form a special setting in 
German news reports for the Hitler 
address commemorating the seventh 
anniversary of his rise to power. 
Luck helped the score or so Nazi 
bombers which toured British coast 
lines on the first series of raids.

proved as vulnerable to Nazi a ir } 
attack as Berlin said the skies over 
the North Sea would be continuous­ 
ly full of German planes bound 
on the same mission. Instead, only 
a handful of Germany’s known 
huge air fleet have ever been used 
for ship-bombing or in any of the 
countless small scouting flights over 
England.

I have been doing, I am now doing, and 1 expect to 
do, at Harlingen exactly what 1 did at San Benito—- 
support Mr. Kimmell, your Commissioner, in trying 
to get such location as will, if possible, be satisfac­ 
tory to a majority of your people and at the same time 
be acceptable to the Highway Department. 


The San Benito location seems to he satisfactory 
to the overwhelming majority there. 


I hope similarly satisfactory location can be work­ 
ed out at Harlingen. I am hacking your Commissioner 
in trying to do that very thing. 1 pledge fullest co­ 
operation. Please call on your Commissioner. He will 
welcome your suggestions and be glad to take you 
out and let you point out your views as to proper 
location. 


As the County has no money with which to build 
roads, in the final analysis we will have to get such 
location as is satisfactory to the Highway Department. 
Judging from pc 1st experience with these officials, lo­ 
cal people can be assured of the utmost courtesy and 
consideration in working out location.

BABSÓN PARK. Mass.—It is go- 
ing full blast again! The familiar 
seeds of New Year economy, bud- 
fet-balaneing, pay-as-you-go talk 
are being sown. As usual, the June 
harvest will be a big deficit, no 
E 


l economics, another attempt to 
secute business. This year's 
economy talk makes me sadder than 
ever. 
The sheer hypocrisy, the 
brazen effrontery of budgetary and 
fiscal matters shocks me. How 
simple it is to hoodwink the public 
on finances—and it has been done 
shamelessly for eight years. 
The New Deal rode into Wash­ 
ington on an economy platform. 
“I ask you very simply to assign 
to me the task of reducing the an­ 
nual operating expenses of your 
™ vernment . . . ”—“It is my pledge 
and promise that rigid government 
economy shall be enforced by a 
«tern and unremitting government 
policy of living within our income 
. . . ” Thus spoke Candidate Roose­ 
velt in 1932. No promises could 
have been more completely shat­ 
tered than these. President Roose­ 
velt promptly doubled spending. 
As his eighth consecutive budget 
deficit went to Congress last month, 
jús “rigid economies” had succeed- 
to in doubling the nation's debt. 
Economy Hopes Fade 
Every January there has been 
much talk of economy, drastic par­ 
ing down of expenses, cutting ap­ 
propriations to the bone. 
Each 
January there is talk behind the 
scenes about the need for new7 
taxes. Then late each session a 
huge deficiency bill is railroaded 
through. Late each session heat 
is put on the tax comm, it tee to pre- 
fcnt any increase in taxes except 
on big corporations and million­ 
aires. Each year the national debt 
gets bigger. Each year there is 
less and less hope the budget will 
ever be balanced, that "rigid econ­ 
omy" can ever be practiced in pub­ 
lic places. 
Worst of all, however, is 1940. 
This is election year. No one ever 
expects: Congress to be economy- 
minded in an election year. Con­ 
gress was economy-minded last 
41 ar, but the administration was 
tooth and nail against economy. 
Now, what does the administration 
do? The president, knowing Con­ 
gress will oppose direct economy 
and will fight new taxes, harps on 
economy, cries about the need to 
put defense on a pay-as-you-go 
basis, brings out the familiar—but 
still effective—bromides about bal­ 
ancing- the budget. 
Why the Sudden Concern? 
It Is not necessary to discuss this 
fem and of the president for econ­ 
omy. Everybody sees through that. 
But this pay-as-you-go defense is 
another m atter. (A recent Gallup 
Poll showed that 58 per cent of the 
voters favored such a policy.) It 
seems ridiculous to me that the 
voters should suddenly become con­ 
cerned about sad ding the cost of a 
billion-dollar defense program on 
future generations when they have 
cheerfully allowed the administra­ 
tion to borrow untold billions to 
®fuander on plowing up cotton, rak­ 
ing leaves, and destroying little 
pigs.The point that bothers me is that 
the administration, if backed by 
popular approval, may try to force 
new taxes on Congress this year. 
Nearly 500 congressmen must be 
re-elected this year. Few of them 
will vote for the right kind of a 
tax in election year. They will 
not hand their oponents a ready­ 
made, bang-up, vote-getting issue 
QL a silver platter. Under great 
pressure (which I am not forecast­ 
ing will be brought to bear) they 
might well enact a new tax but it 
will be the wrong kind of a tax— 
another tax to discourage new7 em­ 
ployers and to force existing em­ 
ployers out of business. 
Good Taxes and Bad Taxes 
The right kind of a tax would 
encourage everyone to work harder, 
to produce more, to earn more. Such 
a tax means a broadening of the 
Wcome tax base. Every voter would 
then know that wen he casts his 
ballot for a spendthrift congress­ 
man his vote would hit his own 
pocketbook—not just Henry Ford's. 
J. P. Morgan's, Alfred Sloan’s. Put­ 
ting this kind of tax bill through 
in 1940. however, would be political­ 
ly impossible. Instead, the discus­ 
sion is centering around a "super­ 
tax” on those who already pay in­ 
come taxes. Ten to fifteen per cent 
« 


* the figure talked about- How 
any new projects will this super­ 
tax squelch? How maoy expansion 
plans will it pigeonhole? 
How 
many jobs will it nip in the bud? 
This “super-tax” would raise 
havoc tvith our current upswing. 
Big income taxes have hurt the 
country and the unemployed more 
than they have ever helped them. 
Here is. an interesting tabulation:

had used fruit fly sterilization 
equipment on some 35 carload? 
of grapefruit and oranges and that 
he understood Engelman Gar­ 
dens was making similar use of 
its sterilizing rooms. 
Fruit is placed in the steriliza­ 
tion rooms, brought up to the 
sterilization point and immediate­ 
ly cooled. The damaged spots 
turn a cherry red and fruit can 
easily be culled, Jacobs said. The 
process requires only four hours 
as compared to 14 to 20 for ster­ 
ilization for the fruit fly. 
Culling at present amounts to 
45 to 60 per cent of the fruit put 
through this process but that, 
which is shipped prc-cooled has 
been arriving in the markets in 
good shape. 
Although shippers were report­ 
ed to be slowing down, the Val­ 
ley loaded 103 cars of fruit in­ 
cluding 21 by boat.

go on to end forever the power 
of Germans "to inflict upon the j 
world the misery which twice in 
our life they have done." 


Vehement in hU first speech since 


taking office, Stanley said that a 
halt now would bring "no lasting 
peace but only a troubled truce,' 
with "no assurance for the presen 
and no security for the future." 


Shaky Peace 


"Within a few monihs, at the most 


within a few years," he said, "we 
should find we had not won peacj 
but had sacrificed victory." 


Britain, he said, is ready to "grasp 


with both hands at a peace which 
is both secure and honorable," but 
only, victory can assure such an 
end to the conflict. 


Stanley singled out Gen. J. B. 


M. Hertiog, former prime minister 
of the Union of South Africa, as one 
of the advocates of peace and an 
"apologist" -for Adolf Hitler. 


Hertzog went out of office Sept. 


fl after losing a campaign for a 
separate peace with Germany, and 
was defeated recently when he re- 
vived the issue in the union parlin- 
ment. 


Security Impossible 


Stanley said "distance had lent 


enchantment" to Hertzog's views on 
Europe, and suggested that "we call 
as our witnesses not people thous- 
ands of'miles away but people p 
little nearer the scene" for judg- 
ment of Hitler. 


"Millions of different race, of dif- 


ferent language and of different 
creed bear witness to the fact that 
vith this 'man (Hitler) leading and 
with his nation allowing him to 
lead, there will be no peace and 
there will be no security for Britain 
or Europe or for the world."

Transplanted Dry 


A portion of the plants were 


transplanted 
dry, while another 


portion of (second pulling) plants 
were set three weeks later in pre- 
viously irrigated land. The show- 
ing made by the late planted, infer- 
ior plants proves that irrigation 
prior to transplanting is well worth 
the extra cost. 
The cabbage test plants 
were 


grown on land that produced two 
bales of cotton per acre during the. 
summer season of 1939. After the 
stalks were disked out in Septem- 
ber, the land was irrigated and re- 
disked to hasten their decomposi- 
tion. About October, the land was 
listed into 30 inch rows, using a 
riding cotton planter of the lister 
type. 
The commercial fertilizer 


(150 
pounds per acre of 16-20-0) 


was applied with the cotton planter 
and covered with about two inches 
of soil. 
The plats have been irrigated and 


cultivated three times since trans- 
planting, and pests have been kept 
under fair control by three applica- 
tions of cheap but effective insecti- 
cidal dusts. 


Vlnilon Impressed 


Visitors were impressed with the 


remarkable uniformity of certain 
strains and hardly recognized some 
stocks of standard varieties. Small 
headed, early maturing varieties 
were 90 per cent ready for harvest 
at the time of the field day but 
will not yield more than eight tons 
per acre at the first cutting. Dur- 
ing a dry fall season, good strains 
of All Head, Mid-season, and En- 
khuizen will out yield the weaker 
growing, extra early varieties by 
70 per cent. Late maturing types 
such as Danish Ball Head and Hol- 
lander will probably bring just as 
much money this season as did 
early fall crop cabbage. 


Growers were advised at plant- 


ing time to use early, mid-season, 
and late varieties so as to reduce 
the marketing and weather hazards 
as much as possible. 
Some grow- 


ers now regret the fact that they 
didn't plant all their acreage to 
early varieties, but next year con- 
ditions are likely to be reversed and 
February cabbage may bring higher 
prices than December cabbage. Fair 
returns over a long period of years 
is what pays the flat rate and keeps 
the water coming. 


Tests similar in scope to those on 


the station farm are being conducted 
at two locations in Cameron county, 
on the W, L. O'Rear farm northeast 
of Harlingen. and on the H. S, Is- 
mon farm near Los Fresnos. Grow- 
ers living near these demonstrations 
are invited to visit the test plats and 
talk things over with our coopers- 
tors in this testing work.
